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Report of Research Committee 


Given at the Annual Meeting, The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, St. Paul Minnesota, June 1953 


At the 1952 Annual Meeting, the 
Delegates adopted a resolution—“That 
the Board of Directors of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America ap- 
point a Research Committee to assem- 
ble and appraise research as it pertains 
to breeding (genetics) of Holstein-Fries- 
ian cattle, and that this Research 
Committee be directed to report its 
findings to the 1953 Annual Conven- 
tion with possible recommendations 
for further research for the improve- 
ment of the Holstein-Friesian breed.” 

Acting on these instructions, the 
Board of Directors voted that a Re- 
search Committee of seven members 
should be established including three 
breeders and three research scientists, 
one of these to be a geneticist. The 
Board specified further that Mr. Har- 
old J. Shaw, Sanford, Maine, and Mr. 
H. W. Norton, Jr., Brattleboro, Ver- 
mont, be members of the committee 
and empowered President Shaw to ap- 
point the other five members. The 
committee as finally constituted in- 
cludes: 

H. W. Norton, Jr. Brattleboro, Vt., 
Chairman; Harold J. Shaw, Sanford, 
Maine; Leon A. Piguet, East Aurora, 
N. Y.; Russell Pfeiffer, Carnation, 
Wash.; Dr. E. E. Heizer, Madison, Wis.; 
Dr. V. A. Rice, Amherst, Mass.; Dr. 
Earl Weaver, East Lansing, Mich. 

This committee met for a two-day 
session at Cleveland, Ohio, in Febru- 
ary, with all members present and Mr. 
Rumler acting as secretary. 

Prior to this meeting a survey of the 
Experiment Stations throughout the 
country had been made soliciting in- 
formation in regard to completed re- 
search projects relative to the breed- 
ing of dairy cattle and projects of a 
similar nature presently under way; 
another survey had been made among 
Holstein breeders soliciting their opin- 
ions as to the lines of research most 
important to the breed and the rela- 
tive urgency of such studies; results of 
these surveys were presented to the

committee. Survey of the Experiment 
Stations brought reports from 17 Sta- 
tions that had published data cover- 
ing results from 71 research projects, 
and 18 other projects were reported as 
currently being studied. The breeder 
survey brought suggestions for research 
totaling 65 subjects ranging through 
disease control, sire proving, cow fam- 
ilies, and brood cow proving, type 
studies, relationship between type and 
production, and other subjects. 


During the two-day session, various 
phases of research were reviewed, 
weighing carefully the many sugges- 
tions which had been offered and con- 
sidering each in the light of the best 
interests of the Association for an over- 
all research program. Considerable 
interest had been expressed in replies 
to the breeder questionnaire in re- 
search in dairy cattle diseases, but the 
committee felt that for the immediate 
future the Association research program 
should be primarily along the lines 
of genetics and intensive study of data 
now available in the Association files. 
The committee approved a statement 
of general operating policy as follows: 
1. To publicize in readable and con- 

cise language information on sub- 
jects relating to the breeding, feed- 
ing and management of dairy cattle 
in general and Holstein-Friesian 
cattle in particular which is avail- 
able as a result of research work 
already completed. 

. To analyze the records, facts and 
information now contained in the 
Association files, this analysis to be 
done either by the Association staff 
or in co-operation with Agricul- 
tural Colleges and Experiment Sta- 
tions. 

. To bring about investigation and 
research on subjects which the com- 
mittee considers important to the 
Holstein-Friesian Association to 
have investigated and possibly to 
assist with this investigation 
through the establishment of scholar- 


ships or other contributions to the 
institution or Experiment Station 
conducting the work. 

In line with Point | of the operat- 
ing policy, the committee proposes to 
publish bulletins from time to time 
setting forth available information on 
certain subjects important to the 
breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle in 
attractive and readable form for dis- 
tribution to the entire list of active 
members of the Association. The first 
of this series is entitled “Highlights 
of Breeding Systems” prepared by Dr. 
V. A. Rice, which is just off the 
press and is available for delegates 
and breeders attending this meeting. 
The committee is proud of this initial 
publication and hopeful that it will 
prove of value to breeders in develop- 
ing sound breeding programs for 
their herds. Another bulletin along 
genetic lines to follow soon will be 
entitled “Inherited Lethal. Factors” by 
Dr. E. E. Heizer. 

The committee listed .9 projects 
which it considered deserving of study 
as soon as possible and named them 
in order of importance for attention 
as follows: 

1. The relationship between per. cent 
butterfat in milk and total milk 
production and total fat produc- 
ticn. 

. Relationship between type and pro- 
duction with consideration of the 
relationship between type break- 
downs and _ production. 

. Research on improved methods for 
selecting young sires. 

. Genetic and environmental influ- 
ences on production and their re- 
lationship to repeatability of sire 
provings. 

. Genetic and other causes of varia- 
tion in the percentage of solids-not- 
fat in milk of Holstein-Friesian 
cows. 

. Study various systems of breeding. 
. The relationship between the age 

at first calving and the size of the

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The Responsibilities of the Purebred Breeder 


Your editor has suggested that I 
write a Guest Editorial dealing with 
the merchandising of breeding stock. 
After thinking the matter over, how- 
ever, it seems to me that there isn’t 
much, if anything that I could add 
on this subject that would be helpful. 
The problem in regard to merchan- 
dising purebred cattle, it appears, is 
not so much the matter of not know- 
ing how, but rather a matter of just 
not getting the job done. The story 
of the salesman trying to sell an old 
farmer a book on Better Farming 
Methods, is, I think quite typical of 
this program. After the salesman had 
completed his sales talk, the farmer 
said, “Shucks, there is no use for 
me to buy your book, I’m not farm- 
ing half as well as I know how, 
now.” 


Most of us, for instance, know that 
if we have something to sell, we 
should let people know about it by 
some means of advertising; that if we 
are going to give a good sales talk, 
we must first know our cattle and 
their pedigrees thoroughly. We also 
know that we should answer letters 
promptly and completely and that 
our cattle should always be shown and 
displayed to make their best appear- 
ance. Most of us are aware that good 
pictures are indispensable to a good 
advertising and selling program. But, 
in the every day hustle of getting the 
cows fed, milked, the hay up and 
the other work done, we fail to write 
the ad, to answer the letters promptly, 
and to take time to learn the pedigrees 
and records back of each animal, as 
we should. We also fail to take the 
necessary time to get good pictures 
of each animal in the herd. Obvious- 
ly, nothing that I might write would 
help in overcoming this problem. 

There is one phase of the pure- 
bred business which, while basic and 
fundamental to good merchandising, 
is much broader that I would like 
to discuss briefly. This is the re- 
sponsibility of the purebred breeder, 
particularly his responsibility to those 
who buy cattle from him. This is a 
big subject, much too big to dis- 
cuss in detail in this article. My only 
hope is that this article will stimu- 
late a little thinking on the part 
of those who might read it and that 
it will result in more discussion on 
the subject. In this connection, I am

not thinking so much of the breeder's 
responsibility in guaranteeing the an- 
imal to be a breeder and to be free 
of tuberculosis and Bang’s disease. 
This responsibility is quite general- 
ly accepted and more or less cus- 
tomary. There are other responsibil- 
ities however, which are not so gen- 
erally accepted, and which are even 
more important. 


The first responsibility is to have 
and maintain a sound, constructive 
breeding program. To formulate a 
sound, constructive breeding pro- 
gram, the breeder must first know 
and understand the strong points of 
his herd, as well as its weaknesses. 
He must then plan and follow a pro- 
gram. to concentrate on the strong 
points and to eliminate or correct, 
insofar as possible, the weaknesses. 
In formulating such a program, it 
is important for the breeder to keep 
his feet on the ground, to keep first 
things first and to disregard the fads 
that come and go and the constantly 
shifting popularity from one blood- 
line to another. No breeder can 
shift his program fast enough to 
keep up with the change in fads and 
the change in popularity of blood- 
lines. The effort to do so, has prob- 
ably wrecked more herds in our 
breed, than any one thing. 

There is actually only one pur- 
pose or justification for the purebred 
industry in our national economy, 
and that is to develop more efficient 
and profitable seed stock. Stock that 
can go out into the herds of the 
commercial producers of milk and 
butterfat, and increase the profit 
making ability of their herds. If a 
dairy cow or herd sire does not pos- 
sess the inheritance for reasonably 
heavy, efficient production, long 
life, and high breeding efficiency, 
any other qualities he or she may 
possess are totally wasted. These 
are the absolutely essential require- 
ments of a profitable dairy herd. 
They are inherited characteristics 
and should be the foundation upon 
which any breeding program is 
built. We have no quarrel with the 
show ring, nor other type improve- 
ment programs. As a matter of fact, 
if there is anyone that likes to show 
and especially to win blue ribbons 
more than we do, we have failed to 
make their acquaintance as yet. 
These programs however, are of 
value only insofar as we stick to 
basic fundamental characteristics of 
conformation that enable a cow to 


produce and reproduce more profit- 
ably over a longer period of years. 


A few months back the owner 
and operator of a large purebred 
herd in California, that has con- 
sistently averaged around 500 
pounds of fat and above on twice-a- 
day milking for the past eight or ten 
years, visited our Farm in search of 
another herd sire. This man made 
the statement that he was not par- 
ticularly interested in a bull backed 
by show type, but that he wanted 
one from a consistently high pro- 
ducing family of long lived cows 
that had as a family, a record of 
high breeding efficiency. He went 
on to sum up his philosophy in 
somewhat the following words. That 
it had been his experience and ob- 
servation that a man who main- 
tains a high producing herd of dairy 
cattle can afford to live in a good 
home, to drive a good car, to enjoy 
some of the luxuries of life and to 
give his family the opportunity of a 
good education. He said that if he 
could do these things, he wouldn't 
feel too bad if he had to apologize a 
little for the looks of his cattle. At 
least if he had to apologize for 
something, he would rather apolo- 
gize for the looks of his cattle than 
for the home that he lived in, the 
car he drove, or the fact that he was 
not able to give his family the op- 
portunity to obtain a. good educa- 
tion. 


W. E. Washbon in his 1948 “Dairy 
Sire Directory and Line Breeding 
Guide” dramatizes the same point 
in a different way and with par- 
ticular emphasis upon the respon- 
sibility of the breeder to the people 
who buy stock from him as follows: 
“Any breeder, who has acquired 
cows with high productive ability 
and sells bulls to dairymen, has a 
responsibility which many breeders 
in the past have not accepted. The 
breeder is not merely selling a bull, 
he is selling the future ability of the 
purchaser to properly feed, clothe, 
and educate his family.” I am sure 
that it is not Mr. Washbon’s inten- 
tion -o imply that the breeder must 
assume responsibility for the re- 
sults of every bull that he sells. This 
is impossible. The point he is try- 
ing to make, however, is that it is 
the breeder's responsibility in the 
first place to breed the kind of cat- 
tle that will help the purchaser to

Efficient farmers will continue to 
prosper—the future for farming is de- 
pendable—now and for the _ long- 
time future. 

There are those who take a dim 
view of what is ahead because we are 
again struggling with problems of 
managing so-called “surpluses.” In- 
stead we should be thankful that 
we have this abundance — in- 
stead of the hunger and meager exis- 
tence that plagues three-fourths of the 
world’s population. 


Surpluses Are Assets 

“Surpluses” should not be dealt 
with as problems—but as opportuni- 
ties. They stand as a challenge to 
management—all the way along the 
line, from the farm to national and 
world leadership. Leadership needs 
frankly to admit failure to the extent 
that it fails to successfully move more 
abundant production into use when 
there are unsatisfied needs in the 
United States and around the world. 

Abundant production gives the op- 
portunity to expand markets—both at 
home and abroad. 

Plenty of wheat, beef, butter, cheese 
and other farm products hold the pos- 
sibility of high level diets for more of 
our people. 

Reserves of farm products stand as 
insurance against want when crops 
fail. 

Surpluses help give security during 
these years of world tension—and 
against needs in the event of a major 
war. 

Abundant production offers the op- 
portunity to shift away from high cost 
production to more efficient farming. 

It gives the opportunity to shift the 
farm output to meet changing. de- 
mand and new conditions. 

Big production permits consérving 
and building soil fertility as a further 
reserve against future national and 
world needs. 


Markets Growing 

Let’s deal with “surpluses” as op- 
portunities—that challenge the man- 
agement ability of farmers, those who 
serve agriculture, and state and na- 
tional leadership. 

The solid future for agriculture is 
emphasized by such facts as these. 

The rapid population upsurge in 
the United States continues—we now 
have more than 159 million people 
and there is no end to the increase in 
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sight. The census estimates 190 mil- 
lion by 1975. Within five years the 
increased number of children born 
during the war period will begin 
having children, which may speed 
the upsurge even more. 

Every eight seconds a baby is born. 

Every 21 seconds someone dies. 

Every two minutes an immigrant 
moves in and every 17 minutes one 
leaves the country. 

The net gain is one person every 
twelve seconds. Every twelve seconds 
there is thus created for farmers a de- 
mand for almost 1,600 more pounds of 
food per year, and that food will be 
bought in the highest priced, and 
most sought after market of the world 
—the United States of America. 

Every twelve seconds our farms, 
to keep up with the demand, must 
step up production—68 pounds of 
beef and veal, 72 pounds of pork, 
four pounds of lamb and mutton, 
186 quarts of milk and cream, eight 
pounds of cheese, 17 pounds of con- 
densed and evaporated milk, and 16 
pounds of ice cream. (Based on 1952). 

Such growth in markets helps to in- 
sure future farm prosperity. 

Our people, especially the youth 
and young people, are accustomed to 
and expect high level diets. After 15 
years of increasing incomes and full 
employment, consumers are using in- 
creased quantities of meat, milk, eggs 
fruit and vegetables. They will resist 
being forced toward a cereal, potato 
and gravy diet. 

Marketing System Fails 

Our capacity to increase farm pro- 
duction may be slowing down. By 1942 
we had plowed up most of our good 
land. Since then the chief additions to 
food acres have come largely from the 
release of land formerly required to 
feed work stock, by the replacement 
of horses and mules with tractors. 
That source of new food acres has 
been about exhausted. 


Research people in the Department 
of Agriculture question whether dis- 
coveries are being made fast enough to 
meet additional food needs for the fu- 
ture. Studies strongly suggest that 
new knowledge is not being broken 
into fast enough. We should err on the 
side of more knowledge than we need, 
rather than less. 


Farm production has leveled off. 


During thé last war period and the. 


era of rapid mechanization and in- 
crease in fertilizer use—farm produc- 


tion shot up 33 per cent. This was 
from 1939 to 1948. 

For the past five years there has 
been little increase despite record high 
prices of farm products and regardless 
of generally favorable weather for 
crops. ‘ 

Farm production efficiency has 
more than doubled in the last 50 
years. his rapid rate of progress 
stands as a challenge for the future— 
especially when it is realized that it 
will be more difficult to get such big 
production increases in the years 
ahead. 

Crop production has been increas- 
ed one third in just 25 years. 

Milk production per cow is 20 per 
cent more than 25 years ago and 
egg output per hen has gone up more 
than twice as much. 

The output per man hour of labor 
in agriculture has been doubled in 
25 years. 

This rapid production upsurge—fol- 
lowed by the leveling off of the past 
five years—plus the knowledge that 
weather has been generally favorable 
—creates doubt about the amount of 
farm production expansion for the 
years ahead. “Surpluses” may not pile 
up as quickly as many now expect. 

The huge stocks we hear so much 
about are not an indication of exces- 
sive productive capacity as much as a 
failure or prevention of the movement 
of the products into markets. 

A high level of employment and 
earnings for workers must be main- 
tained if farm prosperity is to con- 
tinue. The customers of farmers must 
have money with which to buy if 
prices of farm products are to con- 
tinue at profitable levels. 


Squeeze is Major Problem 


The United States is the primary 
market for the products of American 
farms. Our country imports about as 
much food as we export. Farmers 
should never overlook the fact that 
they have a huge stake in a high 
level of industrial activity in the 
United States—the profitable market 
for their products is here at home. 

This Administration is dedicated to 
a sound economy in which there will 
be incentives to work, practice thrift 
and go forward with industrial 


“growth and expansion. 


As Secretary Benson says in his ag- 
ricultural policies, “too many Ameri- 
cans are calling on Washington to do

The Holstein industry has a good 
many Horatio Algers in its ranks. One 
of the most striking success stories in 
“The Cow and I” category is to be 
found at Green Meadow Farms, Elsie, 
Michigen, owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Merle Green and their two boys, Du- 
ane and Velmar. 

Merle Green's father ran a lumber 
yard at Ashley, Michigan; but from 
boyhood Merle’s ambition was to be 
a farmer. When he was 18, he borrowed 
the money to buy a 250 acre farm at 
the edge of Shiawassee and Clinton 
Counties, a mile east of the little 
hamlet of Elsie, Michigan. 


It was a good farm, and he soon had 
the barn full of good Holstein cows 
purchased across the Canadian border 
in Ontario. Merle was a keen trader, 
and it did not take him long to dis- 
cover that there was an opportunity

for the dealer who could supply good 
cattle to the commercial dairies in the 
fluid milk area of the East. Within a 
few years he was able to purchase an- 
other farm, near Flemington, New Jer- 
sey, to use as a distributing point for 
his cattle, meanwhile adding to his 
holdings at Elsie, and working more 
and more into purebred animals, to 
which he had always been attracted. 

Perhaps the growing interest of his 
two young sons strengthened his own 
ambition to become a Holstein breeder. 
At any rate, the development of a 
breeding program at Green Meadow 
Farms over the past 15 years has gone 
forward at an ever-increasing pace. 
‘The New Jersey farm has been sold, 
and “Green Meadow” is a prefix that 
is steadily gaining popularity in the 
purebred industry.

mals were selected from the farmer- 
breeder herds Merle had come to know 
so well in the neighboring Province 
of Ontario. The home-bred herd sire 
that has done such an outstanding job 
for him was out of one of the greatest 
of these cows, and sired artificially by 
Montvic Rag Apple Sovereign. That 
bull is Green Meadow Constellation 
(VG-SMP), now 8 years old, and with 
about 75 daughters in the herd that 
are highly regarded in the Holstein 
fraternity for their good udders, their 
sharp dairy quality, and their outstand- 
ing production records. 


Green Meadow Farms today com- 
prise 1500 fertile acres straddling the 
Shiawassee-Clinton County line. The 
herd numbers about 350 head, most of 
them now bearing the Green Meadow 
prefix. Their program of continuous 
production testing in AR and DHIA, 
with daily milk weights on every 
milking animal and complete lifetime 
production records; complete, perman- 
ent records of all service and calving 
data; records of type through the 
show ring, through official classifica- 
tion and through Analyzed Holsteins 
is giving them pedigrees of real value. 


Green Meadow has had eminent suc- 
cess with its AR program. They have 
completed seven records from 1000 to 
1246 Ibs. of fat on 2X and 3X milk- 
ing, five others over 800 Ibs., and many 
700-Ib. records in heifer form, mostly 
on animals of their own breeding.

A trip out to Pabst Farms becomes 
more or less a habit of visitors to the 
Waukesha sales. So, following tradi- 
tion, I joined Mike Stewart and the 
*McCarthys of Iowa and we started 
out toward Oconomowoc the morning 
of the sale, stopping first at the Pabst- 
Knutson unit. 

There, Pabst Regal Olive was some- 
what the center of interest finishing 
her second state record a few weeks 
before, this time with 1241 fat on 3X, 
making her a new Wisconsin state 
champion, her record sixth place on 
the National list. She was in calf to 
“Raven”. Rahmlow Vickery Admiral 
Min, Ex, is a great one, .at 12 years 
making her third record over 1000 fat; 
she would still take a grand picture. 
Over in a corner pen was Vista Lane 
Regal Fobes Beth, a magnificent 
daughter of Pabst Sir Regal Fobes, 
stifled but milking over 100 pounds 
a day, a big record in progress; she 
prompted remarks that her sire 
should never have been exported. 

My favorite of this herd, the Ex- 
cellent Pabst Burke Rag Apple De 
Kol, was about due to freshen. She is 
the one whose offspring have won 
eight All-American awards, including 
three different pairs in produce of 
dam that have been All-American 
once and Reserve twice. The Knutson 
boys were hoping for twin bulls—they 
had so many requests for options on 
her calf. 

Over at the main unit of Pabst 
Farms there was no one around—we 
found later that “Silver” Weiler was 
still in the office when we supposed 
he had left for the sale. The cows

is noted. The rubber stall coverings 
which keep the cows off the concrete 
“Silver” told us later. at the sale had 
been in for about six years.

(All-American), and told us that she 
had to be returned to the stalls from 
a pen as she became too lonesome and 
dropped in milk.

After the Waukesha sale was over, 
was happy to accept Whitie Thom- 
son’s suggestion that we drive out to 
Ben Dibble’s. It’s not over ten minutes 
drive; for some reason I'd never before 
seen the herd although my contacts 
with Ben were frequent and he had 
visited us at the WORLD office in 
connection with his work in launching 
the Junior All-American program. 

Of his 22 head classified, Ben has 
eight that are Excellent, five of these 
are daughters of King Segis Crescent, 
VG, SM Type sire. "Twas a little hard 
to believe the ages on some of Ben’s 
cows. There are a good many that 
are well up in years since he has sold 
two entire crops of calves at about 
three year intervals. I gathered from 
Whitie that the proceeds from the first 
crop went to swing the deal on the 


farm and those from the second crop 
sold built the new modern one story, 
flat roofed barn of which Ben is justly 
proud. 

It would take pages to outline fully 
the inbreeding and cross breeding 
that has been done here and at Allen 
Hetts’. Ben says his herd is pure 
Crescent Beauty (Allen’s has had the 
Admiral outcross). Ben’s five year old 
herd sire is Dibble Crescent Royal 
Emperor, a double grandson of King 
Segis Crescent. “Emperor’s” dam _ is 
Dibble Crescent Ormsby Esteem, one 
of the five Excellent Crescent daugh- 
ters she has an eight year average of 
533 of fat, is full sister to “Louise” 
(they were third produce at Waterloo 
in 1946); and is also full sister to the 
Ex sire, Dibble Crescent Beauty Ideal. 
They all come from Ben’s old Notrem 
De Kol Bess 2d. “Bess” had a daugh- 
ter, “Gem” by Crescent Butter Boy 
Prince who was the dam of Dibble 
Crescent Beauty King, the sire that 
did such a good job at the Churchill 
Ranch in New Hampshire (King’s sire 
was King Segis Crescent). 

Sire of “Emperor” is Crescent 
Beauty Royal, VG, son of the 13 
year old Excellent, Crescent Beauty 
Snow Princess and a full brother to 
the latest Excellent King Segis Cres- 
cent daughter, “First Lady”. “Snow 
Princess”, still fresh and active, is the 
result of mating Crescent Butter Boy 
Prince to his three quarter sister in 
blood, giving “Snow Princess” 100 per 
cent the same breeding as the dam of 
“Lady Gloria” at Allen Hetts’. 

Following several years of DHIA 
testing, Ben is on his third year in 
HIR. As we finished our “tour” Ben 
led out two yearlings and a calf for 
comparison by Judge Thomson, one 
sired by Crescent Beauty Commander, 
one by “Emperor” and one by Hickory 
Creek Proud Prince. The discussion of 
the qualities of these heifers by these 
two “masters” was genuinely enlight- 
ening but no decision was reached. 
My vote was cast for the two big 
strong “Emperor” daughters coming 
two years old that were in another 
pen. Vigo Herd 

Up early the next morning to get 
up to Elsmer Berg & Sons’ Vigo herd 
near Brownsville, some 20 miles north 
of Watertown. Thomson was again 
acting as taxi driver and we had a 
second passenger, Joe Hanson of 
Chetek (Barron County), newly elect- 
ed vice-president of the Wisconsin 
association. I was getting into dis-

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The American Dairy Association 


The dairy farmers across the country 
are linked together in one of the most 
wide-spread developments in advertis- 
ing ever undertaken by any section of 
agriculture. 

Through their own organization, the 
American Dairy Association, the dairy 
farmers finance and supervise a year- 
round, nation-wide program of adver- 
tising, merchandising, research and 
public relations. 

The single aim of the association is 
to sell more dairy foods to the public 
through the normal channels of trade. 

The association started back in the 
late ‘30's when a group of midwestern 
farmers decided to take action in the 
national market to help sell their dairy 
foods to all the nation. Original states 
in the program were Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, Iowa, North Dakota, Montana, 
and Washington. Today, dairy farm- 
ers in 41 states from coast to coast are 
the sponsors of the unique organiza- 
tion. 

Each one of the sponsor states has its 
own organization and its own identity, 
and several of the larger states also 
have district branches. To form the 
national association, three delegates 
from each state are elected to the board 
of directors and represent the state at 
the annual meeting. One representa- 
tive from each state also serves on the 
executive committee. The executive 
committee and the advisory commit- 
tee, composed of one representative 
from each of eight industry associa- 
tions, meet more frequently than the 
board of directors. The officers of the 
ADA serve as the administrative com- 
mittee, which regularly meets with the 
general manager to decide many pol- 
icies. The executive committee mem- 
bers each serve on one of the sub- 
committtees—advertising, membership, 
research, or publicity. 

None of the elective officers of the 
American Dairy Association receives a 
salary for his services. This principle 
has been in existence since the first so 
that the control and financing remains 
completely in the milk producers’ 
hards. 

At the annual meeting of the associa- 
tion in Chicago in March, a plan to 
expand the program was unanimously 
adopted. Currently, dairy farmers set 
aside for a sixty-day period each year 
one cent per pound of butterfat mar- 
keted and four cents per hundred 
pounds of milk sold. This set-aside 
is usually made during June or July 
or in May and June.

Under the expanded program, the 
set-aside will be made the year around 
at the rate of one-half cent per pound 
butterfat or two cents a hundred- 
weight on milk. 

It has been estimated that under 
the year around set-aside plan approx- 
imately six million dollars will be avail- 
able for the first year’s operation and 
about ten million for the second year. 
The 1952 budget of the association was 
two million dollars. 


An “open line of communication” 
between the industry and the consum- 
er will be established under the new 
program. Daily radio and television 
programs on a national, network basis, 
using a top entertainer, are what the 
association is aiming for. 

With an “open line” to the con- 
sumer, daily messages for dairy prod- 
ucts will be brought into America’s 
homes. Seasonal fluctuations and 


other changes then can be met head-on 
with a flexible selling campaign. 

The association strives to accom- 
plish its own objective through four 
major forces: advertising, merchandis- 
ing, research and public relations. 

The advertising program utilizes 


about every form of advertising in this 
country—newspapers, magazines, Sun- 
day supplements, radio, television, out- 
door billboards, and express truck 
posters. Its messages for dairy foods 
reach every family in the country 
hundreds of times throughout the year. 

The merchandising program is of 
course closely integrated with the ad- 
vertising campaigns and provides the 
association with a tremendous multi- 
plication of powers through the adver- 
tising of allied food organizations. 
These companies are proud to have 
their product associated with milk and 
other dairy foods and spend sizable 
amounts telling the public that dairy 
foods and their product naturally go 
together. 

By spearheading the advertising- 
merchandising programs of both those 
in the dairy industry and the coop- 
erating related foods advertisers, the 
dairy farmers actually get about $12 
worth of advertising for each one of 
their dollars through this cooperation. 

The allied food companies also have 
found big advantages in joining the 
association in its efforts for they realize 
that the promotion of their commodity 
with milk and milk products, nature’s 
most nearly perfect food, is a logical, 
good business practice. 

The success of these related foods— 


dairy foods campaigns can readily be 
measured by the fact that each year 
more and more companies join the 
promotions and the companies pre- 
viously in the campaign expand their 
participation each year. 

Another force the association utilizes 
in its program is research: Research 
both to find ways to make and use 
dairy foods and to find ways in which 
dairy foods can be more profitably 
marketed. At present, 14 research 
projects at leading universities and 
colleges across the nation are spon- 
sored by the organization, including 
research on butterfat in comparison 
with other fats and oils, a Lactometer 
test for measuring non-fat solids con- 
tent of milk, the healthful advantages 
of using dairy products, and a safe 
weight-reducing diet using dairy foods. 

The fourth force of the American 
Dairy Association is its public relations 
program. Contacts with leading dairy 
and food trade publications and gen- 
eral press editorial staffs is maintained 
to provide close cooperation both for 
the placement of stories and as a key 
information service on dairying. Regu- 
lar press releases are sent to news- 
papers, magazines, dairy trade, and 
food publications, house organs, and 
radio and television station news de- 
partments to bring the story of the 
American Dairy Association, informa- 
tion on dairy foods, and feature ma- 
terial on dairying to the public. 

Another part of the public relations 
program is the food page service. New 
recipes using dairy products, complete 
with beautiful black and white and 
color pictures, are sent to hundreds 
of food page editors across the nation. 
This material is used extensively and 
provides both a service to the news- 
papers and a continuing reminder of 
the goodness of dairy foods to the con- 
sumer. 

Through this team of advertising, 
merchandising research, and public 
relations, the dairy farmers have united 
efforts to resolve their own problems 
and to accomplish a common goal: To 
sell more dairy foods through normal 
channels of trade. 


Merrill N. Warnick of Pleasant 
Grove, Utah, is president of the Ameri- 
ean Dairy Association.

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Reasearch Committee Report 


The term “Research” strikes a degree of terror to the 
heart of the average layman, including this writer, if he 
will be perfectly honest about it. The impression is inten- 
sified by perusal of the Journal of Dairy Science in which 
erudite researchers report to their fellows in language which 
only another researcher can hope to comprehend. (Sample 
title from current issue: The Chromatographic Observation 
of Oligosaccharides Formed During the Lactase Hydrolysis 
of Lactose). Even Webster uses plenty of words to define 
the noun “Research.” First, it is indicated that the accent 
can properly go on either syllable and here is the definition: 

“Studious inquiry or examination; specif. and usually, 
critical and exhaustive investigation or experimentation having 
for its aim the discovery of new facts and their correct inter- 
pretation, the revision of accepted conclusions, theories, or laws, 
in the light of newly discovered facts, or the practical applica- 
tions of such new or revised conclusions, etc.; also, a particular 
investigation of such a character, or a book, article, or the like, 
presenting the investigator’s discoveries.” 

These terrifying impressions are effectively dispelled, 
however, by the report of the Research committee of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, which Chairman 
H. W. Norton Jr. presented at the recent Convention. We 
congratulate the committee in accomplishing so much in 
the. short time it has been in existence, (holding its first 
meeting only last February), and in making its report in 
everyday language that breeders can understand. 


The committee asks us to inform our readers that 
their comments and suggestions about current and future 
activities will be very welcome and are invited. 


This is a subject very close to Mr. Norton’s heart and 
we are confident the committee’s activities in the years 
ahead will make many contributions of value to a better 
and more intelligent animal husbandry.

“Now, therefore, I, Dwight D. Eisenhower, President 
of the United States of America, do hereby call upon the 
Nation to observe the week beginning July 19 as National Farm 
Safety Week, and I urgently request every farm resident to 
co-operate in an all-out effort to make 1953 as accident-free 
as possible. To the end that American farm people may 
‘Farm to Live and Live to Farm,’ I request all organizations 
and persons interested in farm life to join in a campaign to 
prevent accidents on the farm, on the highway, in the home, 
or wherever they may occur.”

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“Deep Freezer” Calves Now Arriving — 


Announcement is made of the birth of what is claimed 
to be the first live calf in America resulting from insemina- 
tion with semen that had been preserved by the freezing 
process. The date was in May, 1953 and the birth oc- 
curred in the Holstein herd of John and Melford Hill of 
Janesville, Wisconsin. The service was performed by the 
Wisconsin Scientific Breeding Institute of Madison, Wis- 
consin, which reports the birth of the calf. The calf was 
a heifer, sired by Pabst Burke Tritomia Fryslan, one of the 
Institute’s sires. 

Several other breeding association groups in_ this 
country and in Canada are working with the frozen semen 
under a process developed by British scientists and an- 
nounced last year. The procedure is to use glycerol in the 
diluting material. The semen is then frozen and held at 
very low temperatures until desired for use. It is appar- 
ently possible to keep it without injury for several months 
and we have seen no statement of any established time 
limit. 

The importance of this method if successfully adopted 
for general use by artificial breeding organizations is ob- 
vious. Fewer bulls will be needed if banks of frozen semen 
can be built up in the less active seasons and retained in 
storage for use in rush periods. Offspring numbering 
100,000 or more per bull would become commenplace. 

This development creates obvious problems of concern 
to the breed registry. associations as it would be a frequent 
experience to receive applications for registry of calves 
conceived long after the death of the bull claimed to be 
the sire. The possibilities of errors in identity would 
seem to be multiplied under this system. Working out 
proper safeguards will doubtless be high on the agenda 
of the Purebred Dairy Cattle Association at its next meet- 
ing in January.

LOCVALE FARMS 


Feeling sure it would be impossible 
to catch J. Homer Remsberg. at 
home, I left my indispensable note- 
book in the car when visiting Loc- 
vale Farms at Middletown Md. For 
once I had guessed wrong—Mr. Rems- 
berg was there—so I borrowed an en- 
velope to sketch my notes. Liking 
the method so well I continued 
making notes on the envelope during 
the rest of the Middletown visits, only 
to find myself hopelessly confused. 
when trying to decipher my hierogly- 
phics some weeks later. If you'll bear 
with me, maybe a few of the high spots 
can be renewed. 


First the Locvale Farms and herd 
impressed me most favorably. Young 
Mac Remsberg is now out of high 
school, devoting his full time to the 
farm, and his efforts certainly show 
results. As you are aware Homer 
Remsberg, now president of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, 
holds numerous offices in various 
organizations that demand consider- 
able traveling—it is the rare occasion 
when he is home for an appreciable 
time. With the older son, Jack, in 
the army, and Mac in school, the 
farm had to take second place. Now 
things are different. 


At the bull barn we saw Harden 
Farms Deen Triune, the son of Dun- 
loggin Deen Var out of the daughter 
of Dunloggin Master Stroke that is a 
New York State champion. Triune, 
owned jointly with the University of 
Maryland, is a big 4-yr-old, especially 
good in the legs, with 12 open daugh- 
ters at Locvale, and at least two milk- 
ing daughters at the University of 
Maryland. Occupying the other pen 
was McDonogh Gold Printer, by Dun- 
loggin Pure Gold (Woodmaster-Dun. 
Bessie Homestead) and out of the

All-American 4-year-old, 1950, when 
shown by Harden Farms, Camden, 
N. Y. This 952-lb. daughter of Dunlog- 
gin Master Oraaggie has eight pater-

Dunloggin Printress, daugh- 
ter of Dunloggin Footprint and Dun- 
loggin Bango Fobes. Printer has full 
sisters with 673 Ibs. fat at 3 years 
and 599.9 Ibs. fat at 25 months. He 
is a smaller bull than Triune, but 
good looking and long rumped. 

In the stable we viewed 15 milk- 
ing daughters of Printer and liked 
their appearance. The fifteen were 
shelling out the milk at a good rate 
and the entire group averaged 3.9%, 
plus in test. 

Dunloggin Master Oraaggie (VG) 
was used here and eight daughters 
remain. Oraaggie was by Woodmaster 
from Ormsby Aaggie Colantha Fobes 
and his offspring are good ones. One 
of the favored ones is Locvale Master 
Mary with 408 Ibs. fat as a 4-year- 
old, now finishing at 5 years with 
well over 500 Ibs. fat. She is a pa- 
ternal and % sister to the 932-lb. 
All-American Locvale Master Marcy. 
Mary's dam, Locvale Golden Jewel, 
is a maternal sister to Locvale Master 
Marcy and Locvale Knight Klick 
(twice over 800 Ibs. fat), both val- 
ued members of the Marden Farms 
herd at Camden, N.Y. 

Dunloggin Matador Della (VG- 
SMP) was another sire used at Loc- 
vale and six of his daughters are 
left. He has AR daughters to 7Il Ibs. 
fat and 63 HIR daughters to 733 
Ibs fat and was a son of Carnation 
Dunloggin from Dunloggin Mistress 
Della. With cows like the Master and 
Matador daughters to work on, both 
Triune and Printer have plenty to 
live up to if they are to improve 
the herd. 

A junior sire is Shaws Daf Tidy 
Gold who brings Baker Farm Daunt- 
less (Ex-GM) and Ormsby Direct in- 
to the herd. Tidy Gold is by Shaws 
Dauntless Aim Fern, son of Dauntless 
from Shaws Aim Dauntless Fern

Yes, things are definitely looking 
up at Locvale, and when Jack Rems- 
berg returns to team up with Dad 
and brother then watch the continued 
progress here. 

BROOK LODGE FARMS 

From Locvale it’s a short distance 
down the road to Frank G. Remsberg’s 
and one of the two Brook Lodge 
Farms. The first time I stopped here 
I asked direction to Renn’s place 
(Frank's son); after a couple of false 
starts I returned again to the farm 
for repeated directions, finally locat- 
ing the road I should have taken in 
the first place. 

The cows were in the lot across 
the road from the house so we wan- 
dered among them, paying particular 
attention to the daughters of Creston 
Ormsby Rag Apple Magic (VG-smp). 
The Magic sire, now with the NEPA 
stud, is a son of Montvic Rag Apple 
Chief (VG-GM) from Dunloggin Fairy 
Gold, daughter of Golden Cross and 
Dunloggin Proud Mistress. In the 
spring of 1952 when visiting Brook 
Lodge I was particularly taken with 
his daughters and was thus rather 
more than ordinarily curious in see- 
ing how they have developed. In my 
book they’re strong on dairy char- 
acter and body capacity with good 
working udders that seem to be stand- 
ing up well even with their high 
2X production. Several of the Magic 
daughters have over 500 Ibs. fat HIR

“The Queen is Dead” 


“Just a line, and a sad one,” writes 
Joe Canby, “to let you know that old 
Mistress Queen passed away on July 
3rd. She had been failing for about 
a month and the extreme heat did not 
help any. She was game to the last 
as she had stayed outside for two or 
three days, but on Friday morning she 
struggled to her feet and came into 
the barn to die in her own stall which 
she had always had from the time she 
came to Greenwood. She would have 
been 19 on October 15th.” 


Dunloggin Mistress Queen 1740767 
(Ex.) has long been recognized as one 
of the immortals of the breed. Ten 
years ago this fall, at the Dunloggin 
Dispersal, Paul Misner referred to her 
as the greatest cow ever in the Dun- 
loggin herd. She topped that sale at 
$10,100 and since the statement was 
made seven of her offspring have sold 
in public sale for a total of $51,500, 
in addition to two sons sold at sub- 
stantial prices at private treaty. 

She was born Oct. 15, 1934 at Dun- 
loggin, Ellicott City, Md., a daughter 
of Dunloggin Woodmaster from the 
brood cow, Glencliff M B B Queen, 
801-lb. daughter of Marathon Bess 
Burke. She was a maternal sister of 
Dunloggin Adeen. In the Dunloggin 
herd she made records of 629.7 Ibs. fat 
as a first calf junior 3-yr-old, 754.2 Ibs. 
as a senior 4-yr-old and 858.5 Ibs. with 
third calf, at the same time qualifying 
for the Ten Months Division. She 
was first prize three-year-old at Eastern 
States and Trenton and had Honor- 
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able Mention for All-American Three- 
year-old 1938. 

She was approaching nine years of 
age, when she was sold in the Dun- 
loggin Dispersal, topping the females 
in the sale at $10,100, the purchaser 
being that keen judge of a good cow, 
the late Martin D. Buth of Michigan. 
In the Creston herd she was classified 
Excellent but made no further produc- 
tion records. After she had given the 
Buths three sons and was heavy in calf 
again, she was sold in the Creston Dis- 
persal of 1947 for $8,700 to J. O. 
Canby, Langhorne, Pa., where she 
lived out the balance of her “long 
and useful life. 

Dunloggin Mistress Queen has 
calved twelve times and has an im- 
pressive list of famous offspring. Her 
first calf was a heifer by The Laird of 
Dunloggin, which Paul Misner says 
was the most promising calf she ever 
produced, -but was lost as a calf, 
poisoned by licking fresh paint. Her 
next calf, Dunloggin Confident Queen, 
by Dunloggin Confident, made 715.4 
Ibs. fat with 4% test as a senior 2-yr- 
old at Dunloggin and sold in the dis- 
persal for $5,700, to Joe Canby. 

Her third calf was a bull, also by 
Confident, sold immediately after birth 
to Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, Pa. 
ind named Lauxmaster in honor of 
the new owner. When he was five 
years old he was sold in the Lauxmont 
Dispersal for $3,500 to Dr. Harry L. 
Weaver, Alliance, Ohio, and during 
the following years was widely used by 


the “Dunloggins of Ohio. According 
to Vol. 8 of the Green Book, his 71 
HT daughters average 11710 M. 3.67% 
430 F. 

Her fourth calf was another bull, 
sired by Dunloggin Golden Cross, 
named Dunloggin Supreme and sold 
as a calf to Joe Canby, who used him 
for a number of years and then sold 
him to Alva R. Long, Portage, Pa. His 
proving is not too impressive, but he 
has several daughters over 600 Ibs. fat 
in AR and Herd Test. 

Just a seven months old calf at the 
time of the Dunloggin Dispersal was 
Queen’s fifth calf, Dunloggin Designs 
Queen, sired by Dunloggin Design. 
This promising baby sold for $4,100 
to Joe Canby, who three years later 
was persuaded to consign her to the 
Curtiss Candy Classic, where she sold 
for $8,700 to The Hedge, Pine Plains, 
N. Y. At The Hedge she made a sen- 
ior 3-yr-old record of 21982 M. 3.5% 
762.9 F. and has been making from 
600 to over 700 Ibs. fat a year ever 
since. 

In the spring of 1944 after her ar- 
rival at Creston, Mistress Queen 
dropped a son by Montvic Lochinvar 
that was named Dunloggin King Var. 
The Buths sold him that same fall in 
the Blue Ribbon Sale for $10,500, the 
purchaser being Harden Farms, Cam- 
den, N. Y. Here he has become one 
of the foremost sires of the present day, 
with six daughters that have milked 
100 Ibs. a day and records now in 
progress that promise up to 30,000 Ibs. 
and including many notable show 
winners.

Apple Chief (GM). This bull was sold 
in the 1945 Blue Ribbon Sale for 
$7,500 to The Hedge, where he has 
become a Silver Medal Production 
Sire, with 3-yr-old daughters up to 816 
lbs. fat and a general average above 
600 Ibs. fat for his entire list of two- 
year-old daughters. 

The eighth calf was Creston Grand 
Master, sired by Creston Twenty 
Grand. He too was consigned to the 
Biue Ribbon Sale as a calf and sold 
for $11,600 to Dr. P. E. Pifer, Kenosha, 
Wis. Here he ,was used for six years, 
was classified Very Good and made a 
sensational plus proving at high level. 
After Dr. Pifer’s death in the fall of 
1952, Mrs. Pifer sold him in the 1952 
Blue Ribbon Sale for $3800 to Filbert 
Farm, Germantown, Md., where his 
proving is being continued. 

When the Buths sold Mistress Queen 
to Joe Canby in their dispersal in 
April 1947 she was again heavy in calf 
by Twenty Grand She freshened in 
June with her ninth calf, still another 
bull, named Creston Grand Majesty. 
He was purchased by the Buths and 
consigned to the 1947 Blue Ribbon, 
selling for $4,000 to Christ Mayer, 
Slinger, Wis. where he has a large 
nmber of daughters with his proving 
well under way. 

Queen’s tenth calf was a heifer that 
died shortly after birth and was fol- 
lowed on Jan. 30, 1950 by still another 
bull, Greenwoodmaster, sired by Sko- 
kie Great Ovation. This bull, now 
owned by the Naaman Stoltzfus Es- 
tate, Morgantown, Pa., is currently 
back in service in the Canby herd. Calf 
No. 12 was another heifer but unreg- 
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isterable because of black hairs in the 
wrong places. This ended her breed- 
ing career. Although she had been 
dry for some time, it was only recently 
that Joe Canby had given up hope of 
getting her in calf again. But this 
was not to be and Dunloggin Mistress 
Queen has been laid to rest on the 
farm where Paul Misner now makes 
his home. 





SAFER TREATMENT FOR SILAGE 


A new powdered preservative for 
grass silage has given good results in 
Bureau of Dairy Industry tests. 


Known as sodium metabisulfite, this 
chemical has the same conditioning 
effect as sulfur dioxide gas but is 
safer, cheaper, and easier to apply. 

Bureau scientists found that even 
properly wilted silage was slightly 
milder and more palatable, and much 
higher in. carotene content when 
treated with sodium metabisulfite 
Over-all feeding value was about the 
same on the treated silage and storage 
losses were slightly lower. 

Application was made with a ferti- 
lizer drill attachment mounted over 
the silage blower. This allowed the 
salt-like chemical to trickle down on 
the chopped forage at the rate of 8 
pounds to the ton. At 8 cents a pound, 
sodium metabisulfite costs only about 
half as much as sulfur dioxide, which 
is tedious to apply and hazardous for 
farn-ers to handle. 


The tests were conducted by C.H. 
Gordon, J. B. Shepherd, H. C. Wise- 
man, and C.G. Melin. They point out 


that a green crop turns into silage 
through a complex process of fer- 
mentation in the absence of air. 
Making good silage requires a heavy 
growth of the bacteria that produce 
lactic acid. The result is a clean odor 
and high nutrient value. Undesirable 
fermentation, on the other hand, al- 
lows free play to the bacteria that 
produce butyric acid and results in a 
foul-smelling silage. 


Here’s where the so-called preserva- 
tive, or conditioner, can help. Sodi- 
um metabisulfite, like sulfur dioxide, 
combines with the moisture in the 
make sulfurous acid. This 
holds down much of the undesirable 
fermentation in the silage.

Ordinarily, a conditioner is used 
cnly in tower silos for three types of 
high-moisture high-protein forage: 
(1) unwilted grass or mixed grass- 
legume at early head stage; (2) al- 
falfa or clover alone at all 
through early bloom, (3) 
alone at all stages.

A properly wilted crop could be 
stored without a conditioner, because 
desirable fermentation takes place 
naturally when conditions are right. 
Some farmers, nevertheless, make it 
a practice to use a conditioner at all 
times, just for sake of the added 
insurance it gives.

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CARE OF COWS IN 
WEATHER 


HOT 


A California Report by G. E. 
Gordon and C. L. Pelissier, Exten- 
sion Dairymen 

During the hot summer . months 
we usually find some decline in milk 
production. This has occurred so 
many times that some people just 
take it for granted that a drop will 
cccur. It is possible, however, to main- 
tain a fairly even flow of production 
even during the hot weather. Exper- 
iments have shown quite conclusively 
that where cows are subjected to high 
temperatures — and especially with 
high humidity—production suffers. 

Experimental work, done at Davis, 
showed that when temperatures went 
above 80 degrees F., the body tem- 
perature of the cows began to rise, 


appetites diminished, and milk pro- 
duction declined. During hot weather 
we also find a lower fat percentage 
and lower solids-not-fat. When tem- 
peratures reach 85 degrees F., or over, 
production suffers even more, par- 
ticularly when those high tempera- 
tures persist over long periods. 

The use of large quantities of feed, 
accompanied by the production of 
large quantities of milk, also gener- 
ates considerable heat. During the 
winter months this heat can be help- 
ful, but during the summer months 
it is difficult for cows to eliminate 
this excess heat since they do not 
radiate heat as easily as do some 
other types of animals that sweat 
freely. 

One way to combat the heat is 
to provide good, green pastures. Ex- 
periments have shown that temper-

atures may be as much as 10 degrees 
lower in green, lush pastures than in 
bare, dry fields that are adjacent. 

Pastures sometimes tend to deteri- 
orate during the summer months, 
and in poor pastures the tempera- 
tures may be rather high. In ad- 
dition to this, cows have to work 
harder in the poorer pastures in or- 
der to get a sufficient amount of 
feed. Good pastures, therefore, not 
only provide lower temperatures but 
also make it easier for the cows to 
secure the total feed needed—with a 
lesser amount of energy. 

If a high level of milk production 
is to be maintained, then there must 
be an adequate amount of feed con- 
sumed. Supplemental feed in the 
form of concentrates is usually re- 
quired, but some hay may also be 
needed as a supplement even to good 
pastures. During the hottest part of 
the day in the hot summer months, 
cows will oftentimes refuse to graze, 
and will thereby reduce their feed 
intake, 

One of the important factors in 
providing satisfactory care for cows 
during the summer is to see to it 
that shade is available. Trees of 
course make an ideal shade for them, 
but it is not practical to have trees 
in some of the irrigated pasture a- 
reas. Low-cost roof shelters may be 
provided with open sides so that a 
sufficient amount of air can freely 
circulate underneath. An adequate 
amount of shade is important, so 
that cows will not need to crowd. 
The shade may be a. satisfactory 
place to provide hay, so that their 
feed intake may be maintained. 

Needless to say, a sufficient amount 
of good, clean, fresh water should 
be supplied at all times—but particu- 
larly so during the hot months. Cows 
may sometimes drink up to 350 
pounds of water per day when milk- 
ing heavily. This water should be 
provided in locations where cows will 
not have to walk too far in the heat 
to get a drink. 

Another important factor in main- 
taining summer comfort for the cows 
is fly control. Some of the fly sprays 
have been a bit disappointing, but 
by using a combination of them and 
varying them from time to time, 
good fly control can be accomplished. 
Cows fighting flies are usually not 
comfortable and may use up a great 
deal of energy in so doing. Control 
of fly breeding places will also help. 

An important management prac- 
tice that is especially helpful dur- 
ing hot weather is the way the cows 
are handled. They should be handled 
quietly and slowly, and should not 
be rushed to or from the pasture

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Such care may help to 
keep them quiet and, with a mini- 
mum of handling and moving, will 
aid greatly in maintaining a maxi- 
mum level of production. 

Some studies have shown that milk 
production may be reduced by 20% 
or even more during the hot weather. 
Possibly not all of this decline in 
milk production can be avoided, but 
a good management practice provid- 
ing adequate shade, water, feed, fly 
control, and good care, will help 
greatly in maintaining a high level 
of production and thereby pay good 
dividends for the efforts used.

Word from the National Association 
brings the interesting news that Glen- 
afton Laurel Brownie (VG) now has 
103,664 lbs. milk with 4,477 Ibs. fat in 
six lactations on official test in the 
U. S. Word is also received that Cash- 
man Farms, Hopewell Jct., N. Y., will 
be dispersing on September 12.

She was only one of the many high 
priced foundations purchased through 
middle and late forties for the Cash- 
man herd. For instance, at the 1946

In the late afternoon of June 25, 1953, a flash thunder-shower hit 
Knollwood, the lightning hit our main dairy barn and in five minutes it 
was completely enveloped in flames. My employees—John Mayne, Chet 
Bendschneider, Bill O’Connor and Bruce Hanlon— together with three 
nearby neighbors, worked heroically for those brief minutes to rescue all of 


the cattle and most of the field machinery. 


Shortly afterward, our local volunteer fire department arrived, then 
another and another, until nine volunteer fire companies (with equipment 
purchased by the various communities) were on the job with close to a hun- 
dred men fighting valiantly to save the other buildings. Women’s auxiliaries 
provided sandwiches and coffee. One company stayed on duty all night to 
extinguish any flare-ups. Most all of these people had to work the next day. 
None received a penny of compensation for fighting the fire—only that 


reward of helping his unfortunate neighbor. 


As the evening sped along, a dozen neighbors caught the herd in the 
field and milked them. Seven different neighbors offered barns, some for 
our total occupancy, and others willing to share their facilities on a shift 
basis. Dozens of others asked to help. The milking herd was soon adequately 
housed in one of the barns of our good friend, Tom Nagle at Webster. 


We shall rebuild shortly, just as many another breeder so visited with 
misfortune has demonstrated his faith in the future of America. We are 
thankful that our herd of concentrated Montvic Chieftain 7th bloodlines 
was spared and we shall continue to breed the best that we know how, just 
as many others have done. We join thousands of others in renewing our 


faith in the Holstein industry.

first lactation record on longevity 

or total life-time production, this 

study to be made on 100,000-pound 
milk cows. 

Research on dairy cattle conforma- 
tion. 

The relationship between 2X and 

3X records, this study to determine 

the increase in production result- 
ing from more frequent milking. 

Item 2 deals with the relationship 
between type and production and 
particularly between the type break- 
downs and production. These studies 
will be made at the University of 
Wisconsin from data on IBM cards to 
be furnished by the Association office. 

Item 5, “Genetic and other causes 
of variation in the percentage of 
solids-not-fat in milk of Holstein-Frie- 
sian cows”, is a subject of extreme 
importance and efforts are being 
made to get research under way at a 
number of Stations. Very little has 
been done in studying the variation 
in solids-not-fat content of milk be- 
tween individual cows, between 
groups of daughters of different sires, 
and between different cow families. 
The present trend toward including 
solids-not-fat in the structure of pric- 
ing formulas makes it most important 
that such research be started im- 
mediately and also points the very 
urgent need for a quick and easy 
test for solids-not-fat content of milk. 

Efforts will be made to get work 
under way on these various projects 
as soon as possible in co-operation 
with any of the Experiment Stations 
that may be specially interested and 
equipped to undertake them. 

Among other projects discussed 
and considered by the committee, 
there are two that appear to be par- 
ticularly’ timely—the recessive gene for 
red color and the recessive gene that 
causes prolonged gestation. 

The red factor is exclusively a Hol- 
stein problem as far as the dairy breeds 
are concerned and one that may as- 
sume greater significance now that 
artificial breeding is coming into such 
general use. Plans are under way at 
the Ohio Experiment Station to 
attack this problem from two angles— 
(a) chemical analysis to determine 
the melanin or black pigment con- 
tent of the hair and (b) blood type 
studies—in the hope of finding a 
method of spotting the red carrier 
animals. We are deeply indebted to 
Mr. John G. Ellis, Lee, Massachusetts, 
for a very generous donation of funds 
for carrying on this research at the 
Ohio Station. Results of research can 
never be assured, but we are hopeful 
that something worth while may re- 
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sult. If such a test or tests could be 
developed, the herd owner could elim- 
inate all red carrier animals from his 
herd, if desired, or by use of sires 
proved free from red inheritance he 
could guard against any future losses 
of calves born red and white. 

The recessive gene for “prolonged 
gestation” could become very serious 
if spread over the country by use of 
carrier bulls. Like the red gene, the 
gene for “prolonged gestation” must 
be present in both parents to result 
in a case of prolonged gestation. In 
such cases the calf dies and the dam 
is lost or ruined in most instances, 
so that it may be considered a double 
lethal. Prolonged gestation cases have 
occurred in purebred Holstein herds 
in several states but it is not confined 
to our breed and has appeared in 
many grade herds and is known to 


have appeared in purebred herds of 
at least two other dairy breeds. The 
gene for prolonged gestation is one of 
the more recently discovered and one 
of the most serious of the lethal genes 
in dairy cattle and early attention to 
this problem would be most desirable. 
Considerable preliminary work on the 
inheritance of prolonged gestation has 
been done at the University of Cali- 
fornia, Davis, and we are hopeful that 
they will soon undertake further re- 
search toward finding a method of 
testing animals to locate carriers of 
this gene. A very detailed and com- 
prehensive project has been set up 
and is now awaiting approval. 
Studies of the cellular antigens in 
the blood of dairy cattle have been 
under way for some years and at 
present there are three Blood Typing 
Laboratories in operation in the

United States. These are located at 
the University of Wisconsin at Madi- 
son, Ohio State University at Colum- 
bus, and University of California at 
Davis. The principal contribution of 
these laboratories to our industry so 
far has been the development of the 
parentage test which is used in de- 
termining parentage in questionable 
cases and which provides the answer 
in about 80% of such cases. At the 
present time the laboratories are test- 
ing for some 40 different blood char- 
acters, but none of these blood char- 
acters have been identified as being 
associated with any particular physical 
or functional aspect of the animal. If 
such relationship could be determin- 
ed, the blood type shown by an in- 
dividual animal would be an _ ex- 
tremely valuable index of breeding 
potentialities. Analyses of blood types 
of many animals whose production, 
type, and breeding qualities have 
been established may furnish clues 
to the meaning of these different 


blood characters. 

A start in such a project is being 
made at the University of Wisconsin 
through the co-operation of the Fred 
Pabst Foundation. A grant of funds 
to carry on this study over a five-year 
period has been made by the Foun- 
dation and we wish to acknowledge 
this generous contribution with sin- 
cere thanks. 

The Research Committee is deeply 
appreciative of these contributions 
and urges support of the research 
program by Holstein-Friesian breeders 
and members of the association 
throughout the country.

assume. The first of these, is that 
the breeder must maintain a good 
name and reputation for honesty, 
truthfulness and integrity in all 
matters. The purebred business is 
built one-hundred per cent on_ in- 
tegrity, and when a breeder allows 
his integrity to become jeopardized, 
his cattle immediately lose a_ great 
deal of their value as purebred ani- 
mals. In addition, those who have 
purchased cattle from him suffer 


because of the blight on the prefix 
and the bloodline. 

A breeder who wishes to sell 
stock to other purebred  establish- 
ments must also assume the respon- 
sibility of maintaining the prestige 
and position of his farm and _ his 
bloodline in the eyes of the Hol- 
stein public. This can be done by 
continued advertising, which of 
course, must be backed up by _per- 
formance records evidencing good 
production, long life and breeding 
efficiency. Another very good 
method is to regularly consign a 
few good animals to some of the

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breed promotion sales in the area in 
which he is selling breeding stock. 
He must in general maintain a good, 
well rounded public relations pro- 
gram in order that his cattle will be 
fully appreciated so that people in 
turn working with his bloodlines 
will benefit from the reputation and 
appreciation of the parent herd. 

He also has a_ responsibility to 
keep himself well informed and 
abreast of the times by reading 
breed and dairy industry _publica- 
tions, by attending at least a mini- 
mum number of sales, shows, and 
breed meetings, and by visiting other 
herds. It was mentioned above that 
one should not attempt to follow 
the constantly changing fads in breed- 
ing. Nevertheless, there are from time 
to time long range changes in eco- 
nomic conditions that may _necessi- 
tate some changes. As just one ex- 
ample of this, the wide spread change 
during recent years in the consump- 
tion of butterfat is shifting the em- 
phasis in our breed from high test 
back to more moderate test and 
greater milk production. No breed- 
er can afiord to ignore these sound 
long range changes or trends. On 
the other hand he should be rea- 
sonably sure the change is a sound 
one before making any radical change 
in his program, and even then it is 
probably best to proceed more slow- 
ly and with caution. Another very 
good reason for attending shows, 
sales, meetings, and visiting other 
herds, is that it helps the breeder 
to keep an open mind and a critical 
mind toward his own cattle, which 
is another the responsibil- 
ities that the purebred breeder must 
assume. It is easy for a breeder to 
stay so close to his own cattle and 
to become so prejudiced toward them 
that he becomes blind to their faults 
and may actually regard some of their 
weaknesses as virtues. The breeder 
must be his own severest critic if he 
is going to make progress in breed- 
ing better dairy cattle. 

One other responsibility that is too 
often disregarded is that of promoting 
your own breed of cattle and the 
dairy industry in general. If all the 
time, energy, imagination, and en- 
thusiasm that is used by breeders in 
the United States in criticizing and 
running down cattle of other blood- 
lines of the breed were used in pro- 
moting the Holstein breed, our breed 
would occupy a much more favorable 
position than it now does. Some 
breeders seem to think that in order 
to sell their own cattle they must tear 
down the reputation of other blood- 
lines. This method is harmful to the 
breed and is the poorest kind of 
salesmanship. All that is accomplished 
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one of

is to destroy confidence in the breed 
in general. Likewise if the time, en- 
ergy, imagination, and enthusiasm 
spent in running down other breeds 
were used in fighting the battles of 
the dairy industry as such and in 
improving its competitive. position 
everyone connected with the indus- 
try would be much better off. As 
breeders we should use all the force 
and enthusiasm at our command in 
selling and promoting our own cattle 
but we should use the positive ap- 
proach that will not only sell more 
cattle for us as individuals, but that 
will also reflect favorably on the 
breed and help promote the breed 
and the industry in general. 

There are no doubt, many other 
responsibilities that could be dis- 
cussed. I hope that the mention of 
these few will stimulate more inter- 
est and more thought on this phase 
of the purebred Holstein industry.

for them what they should be willing 
to do for themselves. 


“Individual freedom and citizenship 
responsibility depend upon the prin- 
ciple of helping the individual to help 
himself. It is possible through individ- 
ual and group action to solve many 
problems and _ achieve objectives 
locally with a minimum of federal 
assistance and control.” 


Farmers can go forward in complete 
confidence and governmental farm 
programs will be improved—and help 
inctease their prosperity. Present farm 
programs can be improved. To deny 
that fact is to say the future holds no 
progress. We will move forward. 

But those who sit and whittle and 
wait for Washington to create farm 
prosperity for them do not deserve 
to succeed. Farmers who push forward 
with the aggressiveness, thrift and 
able management that is so character- 
istic of farm families, will find future 
governmental programs of increasing 
help. 


After the “joy ride” of prices during 
the years of war and artificial infla- 
tion, farm prices and profits have tak- 
en major downward adjustments. 

Now we face the challenge of wheth- 
er farming can be maintained on a 
profitable basis without war — and 
without unsound inflation and other 
damaging artificial programs. We be- 
lieve it can. All of the great agricul- 
tural industry must team up to main- 
tain farm prosperity. Farmers cannot 
accomplish it alone—even with gov- 
ernmental help. 

There is no substitute for a good 
job of farming. After the inflation 
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“joy ride” this fact will become in- 
creasingly apparent. 

Almost anyone who engaged in 
farming could make profits when pric- 
es and profit margins were abnormally 
high. Now comes the testing period. 

Farmers who have efficient units and 
who are capable will continue to make 
profits. This is especially true for fam- 
ily farms which are the solid backbone 
of our agricultural economy. 

Farmers must continue to push for 
high yields per acre to maintain and 
increase profits. We must strive con- 
stantly for the best in farming. 

Cutting the costs of producing farm 
products is a sure method of maintain- 
ing and increasing farm profits. The 
objective is to reduce the cost per 
bushel, per pound, per ton.

The Green Meadow Sires 

Green Meadow Constellation (VG- 
SMP) is now eight years old. He has 
sired a total of roughly 80 daughters, 
75 of which are being developed at 
Green Meadow Farms. He has been 
the center of quite a bit of controversy 
involving the classification program, 
the net results of which have been the 
withholding of his recognition as a 
Gold Medal Sire for which he is now 
qualified, and a vast amount of free 
publicity which has brought scores of 
visitors to the farm to see for them- 
seives what Constellation and _ his 
daughters are like. His 51 classified 
daughters, most all as 2-year-olds, av- 
erage 81.2 points. The actual average 
production of his 54 tested daughters, 
at an average age of 2y 9m, all 2X 
milking except one, is 11,592.5 Ibs. 
milk, 3.8%, 434 lbs. of fat. On a dam- 
daughter comparison basis, he in- 
creased milk by 1710 Ibs. and fat by 
92 Ibs.

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Aoneggers Offer a New Program 
Plan A Low Cost Roughage Feeding Program 


By Logan T. Wilson, Ph.D. 


Now is the time of the year when the dairyman is producing the crops that will 
be his feeds for the coming season. The profits he will make out of milk production 
depend a great deal on the roughage he grows and harvests this summer and on 
how these crops are preserved, stored, and fed. In other words, 
how much can a farmer get out of the crops he grows in 
terms of pounds of milk that he can sell? 


The results that can be gotten from corn silage, when 
properly supplemented, is one of the things that has impressed 
me. A very interesting feeding trial using just corn silage and 
Big H 32% Milk Popper was carried out this winter by Harold 
Jepson, a prominent dairyman who operates two dairy farms 
near Dundee in Northern Illinois. Comparing DHIA produc- 
tion and feeding cost records during, before and after, the ex- 
perimental feeding period, it was found that this system of feed- 
ing reduced feeding cost per pound of fat produced by 12.5% 
This was a saving of about $4.50 per cow per month. The cows 
held up well in production, and maintained their body weights 
as shown by tape measurements. These Holstein cows ate between 90 and 108 Ibs. 
of corn silage per day and from $ to 6 Ibs. of 32% Milk Popper. One cow produced 
up to 65 Ibs. per day on this type of ration. 





DR. WILSON 


Mr. Jepson was enthused by the results and said he was convinced that this is the 
most economical way to produce milk. He is planning to put up more corn silage 
this year so he can put all of his cows on a program of this kind. He even talked 
about the possibility of eventually eliminating most of his hay and pasture and feed- 
ing corn silage and supplement the year around. 


Another man who has been successful in feeding corn silage and 32% Milk Popper 
without any other feed this past winter is Marion Rieger at Forrest, Ill. Marion 
lives right next to the Honegger 400 Acre Practical Test Farm. He followed this 
feeding program throughout the winter on a herd of about twelve producing Holsteins. 
He was well pleased with the production and condition of his cows, and was certain 
this program saved him considerably in feeding costs. Also, Marion has raised some 
very fine looking calves on Big H Calf Starter. Following a good calf starter program 
is another way of reducing costs in a dairy farm. 


I might point out that Big H 32% Milk Popper is what we call a ruminant type supple- 


ment. It is specifically designed to help cows make better utilization of roughage by 
feeding the rumen bacteria that digest the roughage. Our agricultural colleges and 
experiment stations have done a great deal of work along this line and we are now 
finding ways of putting this work into practice. By feeding these specially designed 
supplements to cattle, better use is made of cheap roughage, and expensive grain 
feeding can be reduced or eliminated. Such a program can not only reduce costs 
but helps to eliminate some of the herd health problems that may result from heavy 
grain feeding. : 

This type of feeding program can be applied to other kinds of roughage as well as 
to corn silage. Carl Stoller of Orrville, Ohio, carried on a feeding test in a Brown 
Swiss herd in which he put one-half of his herd of 30 cows on 3'% Ibs. of Supple- 
ment and roughage made up of corn silage and hay. These cows produced as much 
milk as the balance of his herd which received about 15 Ibs. per head of a grain and 
supplement mixture. The supplement he fed to the first group cost him about 40c 
per cow per day less than the grain mixture fed to the other group. Both groups 
averaged between 40 and 45 Ibs. of milk per head. One cow in the roughage and 
supplement group produced as high as 60 Ibs. per day. 


We have other good reports from dairymen on what we call a roughage and supple- 
ment program, where various types of roughages have been used. Several people 
have gotten good results replacing part of the grain in their mixtures with corn cobs. 


For dairymen interested in feeding programs of this kind, we have worked out de- 
tailed feeding recommendations covering various types of roughages, and for various 
levels of production. We also have recommendations for pasture feeding. We will 
be glad to have you write in for these recommendations or for other information, er 
you can ask your Big H Feed Dealer to get them for you.

Shaws Dauntless Royal Direct is 
seven years old. He was born March 
19, 1946 and was bred by Harold 
J. Shaw Sanford, Me. His sire is the 
Gold Medal bull, Baker Farm Daunt- 
less, and his dam is the Good Plus 
daughter, Dauntless Royal Direct 
Princess, of the same sire. Thus Shaws 
Dauntless Royal Direct is an inbred, 
75% son of “Dauntless”. His dam 
has several records made in Mr. Shaw’s 
herd, of which the best is a 3X, 365- 
day one made at six years and nine 
months of 20564 Ibs. milk, 4.2% fat, 
and 859.7 lbs. butterfat. 

Shaws Dauntless Royal Direct is 
already in heavy service at Cream 
Hill Farm. He is succeeding an- 
other proven bull, Vineland Peanut 
Ormsby Flash 925761. This latter bull 
is a line-bred Ormsby Sensation 45th 
animal. He has an “American Index” 
made at Cream Hill Farm on ten 
pairs of 14273 Ibs. milk, 3.78% fat, 
and 540 lbs. butterfat.

Bred by the State of Washington, she 
is a daughter of Steilacoom Prilly 
Ormsby Hartog, son of Steilacoom 
Prilly Ormsby Blossom, famous great 
lifetime producer of an earlier day at 
Western State Hospital, Fort Steila- 
coom, Washington. The 933-lb. 
junior 3 year old record of 
this great cow in the 4X division, 
ten months still stands at the head 
of the list since 1925 and her junior 
four-year-old record the following year, 
882 lIbs., stands second on the list, 
having been a national record when 
made in 1926. The dam's dam of 
Ormsby Prilly Sylvia Hartog is a pa- 
ternal sister of Steilacoom Prilly Orms- 
by Blossom. 

We have never heard of a DHIA rec- 
ord equaling this performance for 
either milk or fat in 305 days. We 
would be interested to hear from any 
readers who might have information 
of other comparable performances in 
DHIA. 


In the same report another excep- 
tional 305 day 3X record is reported 
from the same herd. This is seven-year- 
old Wastate De Kol Bracelet 2531072 
with credits in 305 days of 28,920 Ibs. 
milk, 947 Ibs. fat. She is a daughter 
of Carnation Bracelet Homestead.

We had a pleasant visit during the 
St. Paul Convention with Dr. J. Van 
Houten, who has been breeding Hol- 
steins at Valley City, North Dakota 
since 1917. He joined the Association 
the following year. He attended the 
previous annual meeting in 1920 at 
St. Paul and bought three foundation 
animals in the fabulous St. Paul Na- 
tional Sale of that year. 

Dr. Van Houten’s first herd sire, Sir 
Korndyke Ormsby Piebe 3rd, came 
from the E. C. Schroeder farm and this 
bull later went to Femco Farms of 
Minnesota where he sired Femco Jo- 
hanna Bess Fayne, the first cow of the 
breed to make two records above 1200 
Ibs. fat. Dr. Van Houten used several 
Femco-bred herd sires and is now using 
his fourth and fifth Carnation sires, 
sons of Hallrose Progressor and Carna- 
tion Homestead Revelation.

AMMONIATED BY-PRODUCTS 
REPLACE HIGH PROTEIN FEEDS 

Feeding trials with dairy cows have 
shown that ammoniated by-products 
may substitute for some of the high 
protein concentrates now used in 
grain rations, C. B. Knodt reports. 
Blackstrap, citrus solubles, distillers’ 
molasses and the like, long have been 
waste products of industry. 

Ammoniation, which raises their ni- 
trogen level, increases their protein 
equivalent. Many by-products of this 
kind are available to which anhydrous 
ammonia may be added, the ammonia 
used being of the cheap commercial 
grade. The treated by-products prom- 
ise to be economical high-protein 
substitutes for such concentrates as 
soybean or linseed oilmeal. 

Laboratory tests have revealed no 
appreciable differences in rumen bac- 
teria or protozoa between cows fed 
ammoniated by-products and cows fed 
practical grain rations. Digestibility 
studies have been performed on all 
cows and heifers in the trials, eight 
different by-products having been 
fed. Comparative analyses have been 
run not only of the feeds and by- 
products but also on some occasions 
of the milk, blood, feces and urine of 
the cows.

MILLIONS OF POUNDS OF MILK 
Of 56 milk-replacement formulas 
for feeding dairy calves studied by C. 
B. Knodt, several have been develop- 
ed which have proved to give normal 
or above normal growth. The follow- 
ing formula is now being produced 
by many feed manufacturers: 48 
pounds dried skimmilk, 10 pounds 
dried whey, 15 pounds distillers dried 
solubles, 5 pounds oat flour, 10 
pounds soluble blood flour, 7 pounds 
dextrose, 1 pound aureomycin supple- 
ment (2 gm. aureomycin equivalent 
per lb.), 0.5 pound vitamin A and D 
feed (500 D and 4000 A U.S.P. units 
per gm.) and 2.5 pounds minerals. 
Reports from farmers and feed 
manufacturers alike indicate that 
widespread use of this formula will 
save farmers several million dollars 
this year in terms of milk diverted to 
human consumption.

Fourteen dairy industry organiza- 
tions have participated in drawing up 
a 4-point program designed to help 
meet significantly the challenge to the 
dairy industry for greater sales pro- 
motion of its products, it has been 
announced by the Dairywide C-ordi- 
nation Committee on Nutrition Re- 
search. 

The 4 points are: 

1. To assemble and evaluate from 
available sources the consumer and 
professional attitudes toward dairy 
products as a basis for future nu- 
tritional research and promotional 
programs. 

2. Review the existing scientific 
data in an effort to provide a factual 
background for public information. 

3 Develop suggestions to the dairy 
industry for additional needed nu- 
trition research to provide facts rela- 
tive to important areas that have not 
been covered by research completed 
or in progress. These to encompass 
all phases of dairy nutrition. 

4. To present to the dairy industry, 
in non-technical terms, authentic facts 
elicited from the research work to be 
used in public relations and educa- 
tional work.
